well as Your Greatnefs; Such as have che 
Honour to converfe with You in private, 
and ferve You in publick ; fuch as the Holy 
Scriptures ffile the Prudent, in the Book of

Proverbs qmmemT ise Man that is prudent, and di- 
ligent in bis Bufinefs, he fhall fiand before Kings—~ 
And indeed it hasbeen YouR MAJESTY s$ 
peculiar Care to fearch for Men, who are 
Famous for their Wifdom and Dignity, and 
who carry the Marks of the Divine Grace, 
Inftructing and Perfe&ting them; and to 
make Choice of fuch for Your Miniftry. 

We Approach YouR MaAysesry, and 
though the Danger of condemning our {elves 
for Prefumption and Arrogance, forbids us 
to approach with too much Affurance and 
Confidence, but advifes us rather to be fe- 
curely and fafely filent; yet fince Your Roy- 
al Name, Gracious Queen, is the Darling 
of the Wosld, and-is every where attended 
with Divine Praifes; (Your MAjFrstTy 
being a Perfon, whom the Dwelling of the 
Holy Spirit in You, and Grace plentifully 
poured into Your Soul, and refiding there, 
have fhewn a precious Treafure of Virtues; ) 
fince your Ornaments are numberlefs, and 
an inexhauftible Subject of Praife; We, 
who can offer nothing but Praife, prefume 
ro fay this at leaft, That every perfe& Gift 
cometh from above from the Father of Light; 
That YouR MAJESTY received Your 
Crown, Scepter, and Purple, from Heaven, 
and owe to it the Continuance of Your 
Power 

As Your MAyestTY Excels every 
one, fo You give them Occafion to Admire 
and Extol You; and among the other Graces 
with which God has Endowed You, to pro. 
claim in particular thofe Chief and Primary

and Love to God, Your Readinefs to con- 
defcend to good Offices, and Your Infinite 
Compaffien and Mercy. 

Tis upon this Your MAJESTY’S 
Charafter that we ground our Confidence 
and Truft, who have taken upon our felves 
the Protection of Chrift’s Church, being 
legitimately and in right Succeflion invefted 
in the Government of the Holy and Apofto- 
Jical Chair of the Holy Apoftle and ci of 
itt Se. Mark, the Ancient and Patriarchal 
See of Alexandria. We cannot any longer 
bear to be filent, but are emboldened to 
{peak, and give Your MAJESTY this 
prefent Trouble: We fly to the Fountain of 
Your Goodnefs and Compaffion; We lay 
our felves at Your Feet, hoping that this our 
Boldnefs will not be imputed to us as fuch, 
but will be excufed by YOuR MAjeEsty’s 
chearful Compaffion. We do not Addrefs 
You in a Manner worthy Your Greatnefs; 
but we fend You our fervent Prayers, and 
Patriarchal Benedistions, in the Grace and 
Power of the Holy Spirit. 

The Renowned and Glorious Fame of 
Your MAJESTY, hath in thefe our 
Times, reached as far as Egyptian Arabia, 
You are reported to be the Relief and Com- 
fort of the Poor, the Suppore and Reft of 
the Opprefled and Weary, the Covering of 
the Naked, the Food of the Hungry, the 
Liberty of the Captives, the Protettion of 
thofe that, are in Danger, the Bulwark of 
Cities, the Pillar of the Church, the Liberal 
Benefactor of Patriarchs and Fathers of the 
Church, and laftly, the Adorner ‘and Patro- 
nefs of Holy Sees. 

Thefe and other Your good Deeds and 
Royal Accomplifhments, acceptable all in 
the Sight of God, loud Fame has proclaimed 
to the Ends of the Earth, Which Amiable 
Qualities being our frequent Theme, caufe 
us filently to refle& upon their firft Caufe and 
Author, God, from Everlafting: Who by 
his Providence foreknowing that You, Great 
Princefs, would prove full of Grace, Reli- 
gious, Prudent, and Couragious, thought 
fit in his Wifdom to enrich You with a va- 
rious Store of Divine Graces (as placing 
them in a fafe Repofitory ) to which adding 
a certain Chearfulnefs and Gaiety, which 
fhould, like the Sun Beams, diffule it felf 
around, he in the End crown’d all with a 
Diadem, which he had before prepared. for 
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‘Ornaments, You Shine and Enlj 
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You. Thus varioufly imbued with Regal

around You, whilft You gather to Tenn “ed 


Heaps of Praife and Renown in 
and from all Mankind, receive fre Tae 
of Your fpreading Fame. "Be 

Among the reft, GREAT QuErENn we 
(hoping and trufting in thefe Your Virtues } 
do fend our moft Holy Brother in Chri9 
Arfenius, the Metropolitan of Theba;s and 
Governor of the Regions about Nile . (which 
Province is fubje& to our Holy and Patriar. 
chal See of Alexandria) and with him Gen. 
nadine, the Holy Abbot of the Presbyter 
Monks ( belonging likewife to this See ) t 
proftrate themfelves humbly at Your Ma. 
JESTY’S Feet. 

We therefore requeft of Your Majesty 
firft of all that thefe Men, with all thej: 
Company, may find Grace and Reception at 
Your Hands, and meet with Civil Entertain. 
ment in Your Kingdoms; for they reprefent 
this moft Holy See, and our own unworthy 
Perfon : And they are Men, who have been 
from their Youth Legitimate and Faithful 
Minifters of Chrift’s moft Holy Church. 

In the next place, we beg that we may be 
made Partakers of Your Mayesty’s Bene. 
ficence and Liberality, and bear Shares in the 
precious Gifts and Alms, which You fhall 
be pleafed to beftow. For great and heavy 
are our Calamities, being opprefled beyond 
Meafure, labouring under exceeding Pover- 
ty, and in great Danger of falling into the 
loweft Gulf of Mifery. For this Patriarchal 
See fuffers extremely through pernicious 
Corruptions, in the midft of fo much, and 
fo great Atheifm of thefe Arabian Parts. A 
See, which for its inviolable Adherence to, 
and preaching up of Chrift’s true Religion 
and Piety, has till chis Time fhone like a 
bright Star in Egypt. Nor is the Ruin which 
daily threatens it, fo much owing to the 
open Wickednefs and Infidelity: of the pro- 
feffed Enemies of Chrift, as to the fecret 
Impieties and inteftineMalice of Men of our 
own Order: ’Tis by thefe that we are 
brought into fuch a Chaos of infinite Mife- 
ries, Troubles, and Debt; owing above 
Sixty Purfes of Money, which we borrow- 
ed of others, and for which we pay great 
Intereft ; and being forced to deliver up the 
Patriarchal Habit and Ornaments, and other 
ones, the manifeft Tokens of Your Pfee 
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Goods belonging to the Church, fome to be 
fuld, and the reft to remain in the Creditors 
Hands, as Pledges. But YouR Majesty 
may learn the whcgaeCafe from our Creden. 
tials, which are in the Hands of thofe Reve. 
rend Men whom we have fent, and ‘which 
will briefly explain the Grounds of our pre- 
fent Calamities : Or You may have it more 
fully from their own Mouths; for we do 
not think it proper, nor decent, to tire 
Your MAJEsTY’s Patience with too long a 
Narration at prefent, tho’ it be fuch a one as 
may defervedly excite Sorrow, and draw 
Tears. 


We lift up our Voice and Hands to Al- 
mighty God, Supreme Governor of all, by 
whom the Kings of the Earth do reign, and 
Princes bear Sway, befeeching (from the 
Bottom of our forrowful Heart) his Eternal, 
Immortal, and Divine Power, to Preferve 
and Eftablifh Your Pious MAJEST Y’s 
Throne to all Ages; and that he weuld like- 
wife blefs Your Gracious and Serene MAje- 
sry : Who are the Bafis and Foundation of 
Religion, the Infuperable Bulwark of the 
Orthodox Faith, and a Wall buile by Chrift 
for the Defence of his Church. Let us ob- 
tain, O Merciful Lady, fuch Affiftance from 
You, as is worthy a QUEEN to give, 
through Chrift our Lord and Saviour. We 
are grievoully ftreightned in our Circum- 
ftances, faint and {pent uncer our Labour 
and Sorrow. Let us not fall from the good 
Hopes we have entertained , leaft returning 
empty, and nothing profited, we be afha- 
med. Make the moft Merciful God Your 
Pattern: Stretch forth Your aiding Hands 
to the Impotent: Shew Your Self a quiet 
and fafe Harbour to us: Iffue forth Your 
Royal Commands in our behalf: Recommend 
us to all that bear Rule under You, to the 
Honourable the Lords of Your Parliament ; 
to all Inferior Magiftrates, Clergy, Laity, as 
well abfent as prefent; in fhort, to all well 
difpofed Perfons,for their common Affiftance 
and. Charity; and furnifh our Emiflaries 
with Your Royal Letters to ail the Parts of 
Your Dominions, to all Your Provinces, 
Cities, Tflands, @:.° We, when we fhall 
thus at length have obtained Affiftance by 
Your Mercy and Relief in our Misfortunes , 
Refrefhment and Reft from our Labours, 
will inceflantly return our Thanks to Your 
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Gracious MA EST Y, and our Praifes to 
God ; to whom be Glory and Adoration for

Sendeth Greeting in Chriff, and wifherh 
Health and Profperity. 


A Man fhall be fatisfy'd with Good, by the 
Fruit of his Mouth; and the Recom- 
pence of a Man’s Hands fhall be rendred 
untohim.. Grace and Mercy is to his Saints, 
and he hath Care for his Elett. For the 
Good are good Things created from the Be- 
ginning. Thus it is written in the Holy 
Scripture. One good Man afflifts another ; 
and it isthe diftinguifhing Mark of a good 
Man, to be beneficial to others. God him- 
felf feems to encourage and excite this be- 
nign Difpofition in Man by his own Ex- 
ample, in this, that he fuffers not thoie, 
who have aided others, to be deftitute them- 
felves of Affiftance, when they need ir, 

‘Tis in thefe Words, which are fall of 
Sweet and Divine Comfort, that I place my 
Confidence and Truft: Who, by the Divine 
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Mercy, have taken upon me the Govern- 
ment of that moft Holy and Apoftolical 
Chair of the Apottle and Evangelift St. Mark, 
wz. the Ancient and Patriarchal Sze of 4- 
lexandria: And Lam Canonically ordained , 
and elected to that Chair according to the 
Ecclefiaftical Contlitutions. I make bold at 
prefent, prefumingupon your Grace’s good 
Charaéter, and relying upon your Benevo- 
Jent and Chriftian Temper and Difpofition, 
to fend my Fraternal Salutation in Chrift, 
together with my ardent Defire, and earneft 
Petirion, .My Cafe is truly deplorable. 
With an Humble Spirit, and a Sorrowful 
Heart, I befeech you to look upon me with 
Compaflion; and, like unto thofe who are 
of the fame Kindred and Family, to fympa- 
thize with me inthefe my great Misfortunes, 
and intolerable Calamities; and that you 
would friendly and kindly receive and en- 
tertain “rfenius, our Holy Brother in Chrift, 
the Metropolitan of Thebais, Governor of 
the Country lying near the Nile; which 
Province is fubje& to our Holy and Apofto- 
lical See; whom I have fent with Gennadius, 
Abbot of the Monaftery belonging likewife 
to our Parriarchal See ; and thofe who ac- 
company them, bringing with them Cre- 
dentials, which plainly and briefly explain 
and fhew all our Misfortunes, and the unex. 
peéted Caufes of fuch Evils ; together with 
the dangerous Corruptions which the Holy 
See at prefent labours under ; and, if you 
pleafe, you may learn all this from their 
own Mouths more at large. 

We furthermore befeech your Grace to 
recommend thofe whom we have fent, and 
to acquaint others with our unhappy Cafe 
and Misfortunes; and that you would not 
only fpeak, but write Letters in our Favour; 
thar you would entreat the Queen Her Ma- 
jefty, and exhort the Nobility, Magiftrates, 
and all pious and well difpofedChriftians thac 
are put under your Care, and live within 
your Diocefe, to efpoufe our Caufe ; and 
that laftly, you would do this withthe fame 
Kindnefs and Sincerity, that you bear to- 
wards your Intimate Friends. We beg 
your Grace to pity us, and lend us your 
heJping. Hand ; that we, who are unable of 
our felves, may by your Affiftance get clear 
of our great Misfortunes, We reft in the 
good Hopes and Expe@ations that we have 
of your Aid, not doubting of your Com. 

paflion towards us, or of the Influence your 
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Perfuafion will have upon ot

A FURTHER ACCOUNT of the 
HISTORY OF THE COUNCIL 
OF CONSTANCE, lately pub- 
lifhed by Mr. LENFANT. 


LL * Europe was formerly. torn by the 
Faétions of the Antipopes, who ana- 
thematized one another, and interdifed all 
the Princes and Nations of a different Obe- 
dience. That great Schifm, which lafted 
Forty Years, or thereabouts, began in 1378. 
with Urban VI. and-Clement VU. The for- 
mer was Ele&ted at Rome, and the latter at 
Fondi; in the fame Year. Some other Popes 
kept up the Schifm. Benedié XIII. fucceed-

ed Clement VII. who refided at 4uignon; and 
Urban VI. had for his Succeffors at Romre 
Boniface 1X. Innocewt VII. and Gregory XU. 
The Council of Pifa, which met in the 
Year 1409. to determine that important 
Affair, made it more difficult and intricate 
than it was before. ’Tis true, that Beneas# 
XIU. and Gregory the XiIth, were depofed 
by that Affembly, and Alexandr V. Elegted 
in their room. But the Two former, who 
refufed to appear, either in Perfon, or by 
their Proxies, reje&ted the Authority of that 
Council, and maintained their Ele@ion 
with greater Obftinacy thanever Thus in- 
ftead of Two Popes, there were Three. 
Alexander V. being dead at Bologna in the 
Beginning of May 1410. Balthazar Coffa, a 
Neapolitan, Cardinal Deacon of Sc. Euftachi- 
us, was ele&ted in his room, under the Name 
of John XXIII. by the Intereft of Lewis of 
Anjou. That Pope was acknowledged by 
the greateft Part of Europe. Benedi& XIII. 
had only for him Spain, Scotland, and fome 
particular Lords, fuch es the Counts of Foix 
and Armagnac. Gregory XII. was almoft 
alone at Rimini , having only in his Intereft 
{ome Parts of Italy and Germany, where the 
Emperor Rodert endeavoured to keep up the 
Credit of that Pope. But that Emperor be- 
ing dead foon after the Eletiion of Jobm 
XXIII. che latter found himfelf delivered 
fiom a powerful Enemy ; and in order to 
get a powerful Friend, he favoured~ the 
Ele&tion of Sigifmund, King of Hungary, 
who was unanimoufly acknowledged King 
of the Romans after the Death of his Com- 
petitor. The Profperity of John XXIII. 
was attended with fome Misfortunes. On 
the one Side, the Fleet which Lewis of An- 
jouw had put to Sea againft Ladifaw, was 
beaten, whereby the Affairs of that Pope 
were very mch impaired; and on the other, 
he loft the Frioul, and fome Places which he 
poffefs'd in Remagna. But this Lofs did not 
fink his Courage, Being affiled by Lewis of 
Anjou, he went to Rome, where he made.a 
folemn Entry, and was received with great 
Acclamations. That lope remained there, 


whilft Lewis of Anjou marched againit Ladi- 
flaus, over whom he obtained a compleat 
Vidiory, which would have made him Ma- 
fter of the Kingdom of Naples, if his Gene- 
rals, and thofe of the Pope, had been wil- 
ling to improve that Opportunity. But 
Lewis of Anjou being returned into France, 
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Ladiflaus grew formidable to the Pope, who 
found himfelf obliged to proclaim a Crufade 
agdinft chat Prince, as again{t a Schifmatick, 
and Difturber of the publick Peace. Ladi» 
fraus, On the other Side, being afraid chat 
this Crufade would bring upon him a gene- 
ral Confpiracy, made a Treaty with Fobn 
XXIII. which was of no long Continuance. 
For in the fame Year, he entred into Rime 
witaa great Army, and expelled the Pops, 
who fled to Florence. 

John XXIII. finding it impoffible to mains 
tain himfelf againft {uch a powerful Enemy, 
as Ladiflaus, and-being fenfible that he could 
never enjoy the Pontificate peaceably, as 
Jong as the Schifm thould laft, had recourfe 
toche Emperor Sigifmund, who was then ia 
Italy. That Prince and the Pope refolved to 
call a General Council,. as being the only 
Way to put an End to the Schifm. 

I muft obferve, that Yohw XXIII. had fun» 
moned a Council at Rome the Year before, 
according to the Decree of the Council of 
Pifa; but few People went to it. Nay, 
every thing was managed with fo much Con- 
fufion, that the Pope was obliged to pro- 
rogue that Council. Nicolas de Clemangis, a 
Contemporary Writer, relates a pleafant 
Adventure, which happened in that Affem- 
bly. He had it from an Eye.Wirnels, and 
it is confirmed by Theodorick de Niem. A3 
foon as the Council met, every body being 
feated, a dreadful Owl flew out from a Cor- 
ner of the Church, where the Affembly was 
held. Ie ftared upan the Pope, and made 
horrid Cries. Some Fathers trembled with 
Fear: Others could hardly forbear Laugh- 
ing, whifpering in one another's Ears, and 
faying, That the Holy Ghof appearcd underve 
very flrange Shape. ‘The Pope himfelf being 

uite our of Countenance, broke up the Af- 
fmbly. But in the Second Seflion, the Ow! 
appeared again, flaring {till upon the Pope. 
Ac laft the Fathers of the Council, not being 
able to drive the Ow! out of the Church, 
refolved to get themfelves rid of that un- 
lucky Animal: They fell vpon it with 
Cudgels, and killed it. 

Ic was at laft agreed by Sigif/mund and 
John XXIII. chat a General Council fhould 
meet in the Imperial City of Conflance, the 
Firft Day of November 1414. The Pope as- 
rived there the 28th of Odfcher. All the 
Authors acknowledge, that he went to the 
Council very much againft bis Will. . As he 


was 
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was crofling a Mountain. of the Tirol, he was 
overturned ; and being asked whether he had 
hurt himfelf, he anfwered: I am down, by 
the Devil: It had been better for me to flay at 
Bologna. Afterwards looking upon the Ct- 
ty of Conftance from the Top of that Moun- 
tain, he faid, J fee the Hole, wherein Foxes are 
caught. 

john Hus was not long expetted ; for he 
arrived at Conftance the 3d of November. The 
Trial of that Famous Divine being a very 
Carious Piece , muft needs be very accepta- 
ble to the Readers. I fhall therefore pitch 
uponit, to give a Specimen of this Hiftory 
of the Council of Conflance. Mr. Lenfant 
affures us, that he has made feveral new Dif- 
coveries relating to the Do€trine, the fafe. 
Condu&, and’ frial of Fohn Has, and that 
they are grounded upon undeniable Proofs. 
He adds, chat the Readers will be undecei- 
ved in many Particulars, which have been 
mifreprefented through the Carelefsnefs or 
Partialicy of Hiftorians. The Author ad- 
vances nothing, without quoting a good 
Authority for it; but his Citations are fo nu- 
oY that I have thought fic to lay them 
afide. 
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AN ACCOUNT of the Life and Trial 
of JOHN HUS. 
J OHN DE HUS, or Hafinetz, was fo 
called from a Town, or Village, of that 
Name in Bohemia, where he was meanly 
born, obfcuro loco natus, according to AZneas 
Sylvius, a Contemporary Writer. The fame 
Author commends him for his Wit and Elo. 
quence, for his Skill in Philofophy, and for 
the Regularity of his Life. Trithemiu , 
‘who writ much about the fame Age, repre- 
fents him as a Man Eminent for his Wir, 
Subtilty , Eloquence , and great Knowledge 
of the Holy Scriprure. ‘A Jefuit of Bohemia, 
(Bigoffaus Balbinus,) who is not favourable to 
Johu Hus, has drawn his Chara€ter in the 
following Words. He-was, fays he, more 


Subtil than Eloquent; but his Medefly, and the 
Severity of hit Manners, his auftere and unblee 
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mifbed Life, his pale and eXtenuate bs 
Mildnefs and Affability towards wes “bois “ 
without excepting the meaxeft People, were oo is 
perfuafive, than the greateft Eloquence. Thats 
is nothing that better difcoversthe Charafters 
of Men, than the Letters which they write 
to their particular Friends , efpecially in 
fome nice Conjun@ures, wherein they dif. 
clofe their Heart in Hopes of Secrefy, The 
Letters, which John Hus writ from Conflance 
to Prague, were of that Nature, He did nor 
defign that they fhould be made publick : 
On the contrary, he earneftly defired that no 
body fhould fee them, left they fhould brip 
him, or his Friends, into Trouble. °T,; 
true, he fpeaks in chofe Letters with great 
Vehemence againft the Church of Rome , or 
the Romifh Clergy in general, and againft 
his Judges in particular ; but the Sequel of 
this Difcourfe will be a full Apology for 
him in that refpe&. Any Impartial Reader 
will obferve in his Letters, a Piety, Candor, 
Simplicity, Zeal, Charity, Conftancy , and 
Greatnefs of Soul, worthy of the Apofto. 
lical Ages. He happened to be in very pro. 
per Circumftances to difplay all thot Vir- 
tues. The Univerfity of Prague was then 
very flourifhing : A vaft Number of Students 
reforted to it from all Parts. ohn Hus took 
all his Degrees there, excepting that of 
Doftor, which he does not feem to have had, 
In 1393, he was made Batchelor and Mafter 
of Arts. In 1401, he was Dean of the Fa. 
culty of Philofophy, and in 14:9, Re&or 
of the Univerfity, in which he had a great 
Authority. 

Fle-was no Iefs confiderable in the Church; 
than in the Univerfity. In the Year 14:0, 
he was appointed Confeffor to Sophia of Ba- 
waria, Queen of Bohemia, and tis faid he 
had a great Afcendanc over the Mind of that 
Princefs. In 1405, he acquired a great Re- 
putation by the Sermons, which he preached 
in the Famous Chapel of Bethlehem, of which 
he was Curate. Ic does not appear, that he 
was accufed of any Innovation before chat 
Time. The great Applaufes which John 
Hus had in his Chapel ‘of Bethlehem, and his 
Intereft at Court, moved him doubtlefs to 
preach with greater Freedom againft the 
Abufes of the Church of Rome, and the dif- 
orderly Livesof che Clergy. However, tis 
not likely that he preached in that Chapel 
any fufpicious Do&rine, till the Year 1409, 
And indeed abont July 1478, Shinko, Arch- 

bifhop 











bifhop of Prague, declared in a Synod, that 
after an exact Information, he had found no 
Errors. in Bohemia, ’Tis true, that in the 
Year 1403. Sigifmund, who took then the 
Title of Governor of Bobem:-w, having forbid. 
den to raife any Money in that Kingdom, in 
order to Carry it to Rome, becaufe he was 
exafperated againft Bomiface IX. who fup- 
ported Ladiffsus, John Hus took hold of that 
Opportunity to preach againft the Indulgen- 
ces of that Pope. But it was then neither a 
Crime, nor an Herefy : Sigifmund approved 
it: Weneeflaus, being angry with Boniface IX. 
who had confented to his Depofition, was 
not difpleafed with it: Befides, the f{canda- 
lous Schifm of the Popes did fufficiently au- 
thorize fuch Sermons. ’ 

It was therefore about the latter End of 
the Year 1408. and in the Begihning of 
1409, that People began to exclaim againtt 
John Has; which happened upon this Occa- 
fion. When the greateft part of Europe had 
forfaken Benedi XIII and Gr-gory XII. to 
embrace the Neutrality, Joen Hus exhorted 
all che Bohemians to renounce likewife their 
Obedience to Gregory XII and to join with 
the College of Cardinals in order to reunite 
the Church. Nay, he perfuaded the whole 
Univerfity to fide with the Cardinals of both 
Obediences, who were refolved to call a 
Council. But the Archbifhop of Prague, 
heing ftill devoted to Pope Gregory, as well 
as his Clergy, exclaimed againft the Univer- 
firy, and particularly againft Johe Hus and 
forbad him to exercife the Sacerdotal Fun- 
&tions in his Diocefe. John Hus, who upon 
this Occafion, {pared neither the Pope, nor 
the Ecclefiafticks, drew upon himfelf the 
Hatred of the greateft Part of the Cler- 


Much about the fame Time, there hap- 
pened a Difpute, whereby he got a great 
many Enemies in wi tee 0 The Emperor 
Charles IV. having founded in 1347. the 
Univerfity of Prague, upon the Foot of 
thofe of Paris and Bologna, divided it the 
next Year into Four Nations, viz. that of 
Bohemia, which took in Hungary, Moravia, 
and Sclavonia, and thofe of Bavaria, Poland, 
and Saxony, which went by the Name of the 
German Nation. According to the Statutes 


of the Two Univerfities juft now menti- 
oned, the Bohemians were to have Three 
Votes, and the Foreigners but one in the 
Deliberations of the Univerfiry. But the 
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Germans being more numerous than the 
Bohemians, who did very much neglect their 
Studies, engrofled by degrees the Three 
Votes to themftlves, and by that means all 
the Profits of the Univerfiry. John Hus per- 
ceiving that fome of his Countrymen, fuch 
as Ferom of Prague, and John de Za:kowies , 
could not endure the Ufurpation of the Gers 
mans, joined with them to defire the Cour, 
that, according to the Prattice of the Uni. 
verfity of paris, and the Ordinance of 
Charles 1V. the Bohemians fhould have Three 
Votes, and the Foreigners but one. The 
Caufe was pleaded with great Heat on both 
Sides. John Hus having a great Intereft at 
Court, efpeciaily with the Queen, obtained 
at laft a Declaration from the King in Favour 
of his Countrymen. Whereupon the Gers 
mans left the Univerfiry. 

Tt was then that the Bosemians , being no 
longer efraid of the Germans, began to exs 
claim more openly againft the Clergy, ac. 
cording to the Notions of Wieliffz, whom 
they did very much commend. John Hus 
reprefented him as a Saint in the Sermons 
which he preached at Prague in his Chapel 
of Bethlehem; and his Zeal, joined with his 
Capacity, did quickly bring over to his Side 
the greateft and the foundeft Part of Bohemia, 
notwithftanding all the Oppofitions of the 
Clergy. The thing being come to the 
Knowledge of Alexander V. that Pope or. 
dered Shinko, Archbifhop of Pragwe, to put 
a Stop cto thofe Innovations. By virtue of 
that Order, the Archbifhop caufed Wicliffe’r 
Books to be burnt, and forbad the Priefts 
to preach in the Chapels, even in thofe that 
were priviledged by the Holy See. This 
Prohibition did particularly concern Johx 
Hus, and his Chapel of Berzlehem; where- 
fore he appealed in the Name of the Uni. 
verficy to John XXIII. who had fucceeded 
Alexander V. John XXIII. having committed 
the Examination of that Affair to his Doors, 
moft of them were of Opinion, tHat the 
Archbifhop of Prague had no Right to burn 
Wi cliffe’s Books, againft the Privileges of the 
Univerfity, which held immediately of the 
See of Rome. In the meantime, fome Ene- 
mies of John Hus having told the Pope that 
he taught Herefies at Prague, the ,Pope fum- 
moned him to appear at his Court, which 
was then at Bologna, Bat the King and Queer, 
the Lords, the Univerfity, and Cry ¢f 
Prague, tent a Deputation, to defire the Pope, 
the 
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chat John Has might be difpenfed from ap- 
earing at his Court in Perfon, both heats 
he had been fummoned upon falfe Accufa- 
tions, and becaufe it was not fafe for him to 
go to Bologna, fince he had fo many Enemies 
in Germany.  Sbinko himfelf writ by the 
King’s Order to. fobs XXIII. not only to 
difpenfe John Hus from going into Italy, but 
alfo to aflure the Pope that there was no 
Herefy in Bohemia, and chat all his Quarrels 
with John Hus, andthe Univesfity, had been 
pacified by the Interpofition of Wence/aus. 
However, John Hus fent his Proxies to the 
Court of Rome; but they were imprifoned, 
and very unworthily treated. . Afterwards 
John Hus being excommunicated found no 
other Remedy, but to appeal to the next 
Council. In the mean time he left Prague, 
and retired to the Place of his Birth , where 
he preached under the Proteétion of Nicolas 
de Hus, Lord of the Mannor; and from 
thence he writ feveral Letters to his Friends, 
wherein he gave them an Account of the 
Reafons that moved him to retire , and defi- 
red them to perfift in his Do&rine. The 
Time when he returned to Prague, is not 
exaGily known. Itis highly probable, that 
he came back in 1411; during the Ablence of 
Shinko, who died that very Year in September, 
as he was going into Hungary to confer with 
Sigifmund about the Means of pacifying the 
Troubles of Religion in Bohemia. John Hus 
returned to Prague that Year, as it appears 
4rom.a Teftimonial of Orthodoxy dated in 
September, which he obtained from the Uni- 
verfity. Much about the fame Time, Fobn 
XXIII. proclaimed’ a Crufade againft Ledi- 
flaws , King of Hungary. John Hus took hold 
of that Opportunity, to open the Byes of 
the People about the Papal Tyranny. 
Whereupon he fell out with Stephen Paletz, 
Dodtor of Divinity at Prague, who was his 
intimate Friend a oy and one of the chief 
Heralds of that Crufade., ...... ae 
Inthe mean time, Conrad, Archbifhop of 
Prague, having, at the Sollicitation of John 
Gerfos, forbidden John Hus to preach in that 
City, the latter left it again, and probably 
retired to the Place of his Birth. From thac 
Time, till the Council.of Conflance, he writ 
{<veral Tras in Defence of his DoGrine, 
and, among others, his Treatife of the Church, 
out of which they extraéted moft of thofe 
Articles for which he was condemned ; and 
another fmall Piece entituled Of Six Errerz,

The Third Error was that of the Priefte 
who pretended to remit the Punifoment a 
Guilt of Sin, whenever they pleafed. The 
Fourth concerned this Do€trine, That Supe. 
riors.ought to be obeyed, whatever they MAY come 
mand. The Fifth was, That a Man is adually 
excommunicated, whether the Excommunicatjon 
be juft or unjuft. The Sixth Error was Simony 
which he called an Herefy, and whereof he 
accufed the greateft Part of the Clergy 
This Werk of Jobe Hus proved the more 
acceptable to the Bohemians, as being only 
levelled at the Clergy; who had made them. - 
felves odious to.every body.. The Cler 
on the other Hand, having oppofed Ih 
Book with all papi, Bohemia became 
upon that Account the ¢ of .an intefting 
War, It was thought that the Council might 
pacify thofe Troubles; and therefore join 
Hus, having appealed to that Aflembly , was 
fummoned to it, and went to Confance ver 
willingly. Had he refufed to go, he would 
have found it very difficult to difpenfe him 
felf from it , Sigifmund having writ to Wen 
ceflaus to fend him thither. 4 

When the Time of the Council drew 
near, John Hus took the neceflary Meafures 
for his Safety. To that end, he asked s 
Teftimonial of his Orthodoxy, not only of 
Courad, Archbifhop of Prague, but alfo of 
the Bifhop of Nazareth, Inquifitor of the 
Faith in Bohemia, and obtained it in Auguf 
1414+ The Archbifhop having aflembled a 
Provincial Synod at Prague in that very 
Month, John Hus prefented himfelf, without 
being called, to give an Account of_ his 
Faith, and to declare that he was going to 
the Council with that Defign. Being denied 
Admittance, he got an Att of their Refufal 
drawn up in due Form by a Notary, aad 
figned by feveral Witnefles. Afterwards he 
fet up Bills upon.the Doors of the Churches 
and Palaces at Prague, to notify his Depar- 


‘thre, and to invite every body to come 


Conftance, that they might be, Witncfles 
his Innocence or Convigtion.. He took Care. 
to publith the fame Notificationevery where -

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Fobn Hus fet out from Prague about the 
rith of Ofover 1414. Ita pears that tho’ 
- he was fully perfuaded of his Innocence, 
yet he forefaw what would be the Confe- 
quence of his going to the Council. For in 
a Letter which he writ to one of his Friends, 
Poe | before his Departure, he defires 
him upon the Back of the Letter not to 

it, but when he receives certain Advice of 
- bis Death. He makes in the fame Letter a 
Kind of Teftament, and Confeffion, where- 
in he repents, among other things, of 
having loft too much Time, and taken too 
great a Delight in playing at Chefs. ( This 
is a very remarkable Paflage. If Jobm Hus 
had not been an extraordinarily good Man, 
he-would not have repented of his Fondnefs 


. for fuch an innocent Diverfion, as that of 


playing at Chefs.) He does not diflemble in 
that Letter, that he had freely cenfured the 
Clergy for their Avarice and diforderly 
Lives, and that ic was the Reafon why, 
through the Grace of God, he fuffered a Perf 
cution, which would quickly te confummated, 
Much about the fame Time, he writ to his 
Friends of Bohemia a Letter, wherein he 
fays that he forefees he thall be ill ufed by che 
Council upon falfe Accufations, and that he 
fhall have a prodigious Number of Enemies 
among the Bifhops, Doors, and Monks, 
and even among Secular Princes. He be- 
feeches the Lord to enable him to perfevere 
in the Truth, being refolved to fuffer Death, 
rather than to betray the Gofpel by any ge : 
He defires his Friends to pray for him , that 
he may glorify God by a Chriftian Faith, if 
he is condemned; or retura to Prague, 
without making any Step contrary to his 
Confcience, and bé more zealousthan ever 
in extirpating the Doftrine of Antichrift, That 
Letter, written in Bohemian, was tranflated 
into Latin, and falfified by his Enemies, who 
fent hic) Conflance, where, as om may judge, 
it proved. ver judicial to him. Being 
oun to ee e writ to his Friends 
another Letter dated Ofeber 17. whereby it 
appears, that he waskindly entertained even 
by the Clergy in his Were wits. 
The next Day after his Arrival in that Ci- 
ty, he had it notified to fobn XXIII. by 
Two of the Bohemian Lords who had ac- 
companied him from Pragae, Viz. Jeln de 
Chlum, and Henry de Latzenbock, At the 
fame time they declared to that Pontiff, thae 
John Hus was provided with a fafe Condu& 
from the Emperor Sigifmand, and defired him 
to grant him his Prote@ion, and to take 


bated them to the 
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Care of the Obfervation of that fafe. Condu&. 
The Pope received thofe Lords very graci- — 
oufly , and made this Proteftation to them, 
If John Hus bad killed my own Brether, 1 would 
ufe all my Power to-prevent any Injuflice from 
being done to him all the Time that he is at Con- 
ftance. And indeed he had there a tolerabie 
Liberty for many Days ; and it appears from 
a Letter of one of his Friends, written Four 
or Five Days after his Arrival, that the Pope, 
with the Advice of the Cardinals, took off 
his Excommunication , and fignified to him, - 
that he might go every where freely, provi- 
ded he did not appear at folemn Mafles, to 
avoid Scandal and popular Tumults. Ic ap. 
pears alfo from this Letter, that they were 
very much afraid at Comffance that he would 
preach publickly.. Ic is certain that John 
Hus exp ‘to preach, 4s one may {te from 
Two Sermons, which he had prepared for 
that Purpofe, and which are to be found 
among his Works... If the Council defigned 
from. the very Beginning to put Jobs Hus to 
Death, it was a prudent thing not to foffer 
him to preach thofe Two Sermons. There 
is in them more Strength , Gravity, Order, 
Perfpicuity, and Un&tion, than in the Ser. 
mons of re pobye dag Pee ony ex. 
cepting the moft Eminent. ting fome 
Turns and Expreffions, the DoGrine is the 
fame with the prevailing Dorine of rhofe 
Times. Many Doétors had advanced bolder 
Propofitions in publick Difcourfes, and in 
other Works. _- 

Stephen Paletz, Profeflor of Divinity at 
Prague, and Michael de Canfir, Reftor of a 
Parifh in the fame City, came to Conflance in 
order to profecute John Hur, The former, 
who had been his Intimate Friend, became 
his greateft Enemy, as has been already faid. 
He writ fome Pieces @gainft John Huw, and 
one among others, entituled, Anti-Hus. 












Thofe Two “a sr animated with the 
fame Zeal, ufed all poffible Diligence to get 
him condemned. © As foon as they came to 
the Council, they canfed feveral Bills to be

could he obtain any Redrefs from the Pope. 
How can I help it ? {aid that Pontiff, your own 
Countrymen have done it. Befides, they drew 
up fome Articles, which they pretended to. 
have extracted out of his Books, and diftri- 
and the Cardinals. 
Not contented to s& like Parties, they bcha- 
wed themfelves like — ? tty 
n on- 
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Conduét of ‘fobn Has in his Lodgings. °Tis 
true, that relying upon the Emperor's fafe- 
Condu&,& the Pope’s Word, he {poke pretty 
freely, maintaining his Do&rine, both in 
Converfation, and in the Writings which he 
compofed. Nay, he faid Mafs every Day in 
a Room, near his Stove, in the Prefence of 
all his Neighbours , who reforred to it with 
Eagernefs. Paletz, and Michael de Caufis, re- 
prefented to the Cardinals, that fince he 
fpoke fo freely, he fhould be arrefted. 

The Cardinals met in a Congregation at 
the Pope’s, and deputed the Bifhops of 4uz/- 
burg and Trent, with a Conful of Confance, 
and a Gentleman, to tell fo4n Hus, that he 
mutt forthwith appear before the Pope and 
the Cardinals, to give an Account of his. 
Do‘irine, as be had often defired) The De. 
puties performed their Commiffion with 
great Civility ; but they had taken Care to 
poft in the Neighbourhood a confidérable 
Number of Soldiers, if there fhould be Oc- 
cafion for them. ohn Hus anfwered, chat he 
came to Conffance, to give an Account of his 
Faith in a full Council, and not in a parti- 
cular Congregation of the Pope and Cardi- 
nals; but fince they would have it fo, he 
would go, being refolved to die, rather than 
to betray the Truth. He went out accord- 
ingly, being accompanied by Fohm de Chlum, 
a generous and zealous Friend, who never 
foriook him. When he cameto the Bifhop’s 
Palace, one of the Cardinals {poke to him in 
thefe Words: So many weighty Complaints have 
been made to us againft you, that if they appear 
well groundcd, it will beimpofible to bear with 
you. For the publick Voice accufes you of [pread- 
ing in Bohemia capital and manifeft Errors 
againft the Catholick Church. We have fent for 
you to know the Truth of the Matter. To which 
John Hus anf{wered : Fathers, I defire you to be 
perfuaded, that Il had rpher die, than be convi- 
Ged of any Herefy, much lefs of many capital 
Errors, as you fay : Wherefore I gladly came to 
this Council; and I promife you, That if I 
can be convilked of any Error, I {hail readily ab- 
jure it. The Cardinals appeared fatisfied 
with his Anfwer ; and having kept him, and 
John deChlum, under Cuftody, went away to 
.meet again in the Afternoon. 

In the mean time, they fent to him pri- 
vately a Francifcan Monk, to obferve what 
he would fay, under pretence of an amica- 
ble Converiation. That Monk, pretending 
to be a fiinple and ignorant Man, told him 
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that he came for no other Reafon, 
inftru&ted, and co difcourfe with h 
feveral Articles, which he was a

ftrucied. He asked therefore John Hus, what 
he thought concerning the Union of the 
Divine and Human Natures in the Perfon of 
Chrift. Whereupon John Hus turning to 
John de Chlum, told him in Bohemian: Believe 
me, that Man is not fo ignorant as he pretends 
t0 be; for he propofes to me a Very difficult Que. 
fiim: And then addreffing himteif to the 
Monk, Brother, faid he, you fay you are « 
fimple Man; but I perceive by fuch a fubtil 
Qachtios, that you are # double Man, and that 
under an Ontfide of Ignorance, you conceal a great 
Penetration of Wit. Fohn Hus having anlwe. 
red the Monk’s Quettion, the latter went 
away, after he had thanked him for his In- 
formation. But John Hus having heard fince, 
that this Monk * was one of the moft Cele. 
brated Divines of Italy, wifhed he .had 
known it fooner, to have a longer Converfa. 
tion with him. : 
The Cardinals being met again that very 
Day at Four a Clock in the Afternoon, re- 
folved, atthe inftigation of Stephen Paletz, 
Michael de Caufis , and fome others, that John 
Has ‘hould ‘be imprifoned. Accordingly, 
they fent in the Evening the Governor of 
the Pope’s Palace, to rel! John de Chium that, 
as for him, he might retire ; but that he was 
ordered to fecure "Fobn Hus, ‘Solm de Chium 
went immediately to thé*Pope to.complain 
of it, as of a manifeft violation of the Pub- 
lick Faith and ‘of his own Word. But the 
Pope laid the Fault pom the Cardinalsand 
Bithops, adding that he himielf was in the 





* Hi Name was Didacus. 
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Hands of thofe Men. And indeed it does 
not appear, that the Pope affifted in the Con- 
gregation, wherein it was refolved to arreft 
John Hus. However, one cannot believe that 
the Cardinals would have executed fuch an 
Attempt without his Knowledge and Con- 
fent. But becaufe he knew that Sigifmund 
would be very much difpleafed with John 
Hus’s Imprifonment , notwithftanding his 
fafe Condu&, he was glad he might fay that 
this Refolution had been taken in his Ab- 
fence ; and the Cardinals, inal! probabiliry, 
took upon themfelves to pacify the Emperor. 
However it be, John Hus was carried to the 
Houfe of a Canon of Conflance, and kept 
there under Cuftody. In the mean time, 
John de Chlum{ollicited the Pope every Day 
to fet fobu Hus at liberty; and becaufe the 
Pontiff feemed to doubt ftill whether he had 
a fafe Condu& from Sigifmund, though the 
Bohemian Lords had informed him of ir, the 
very next Day after their Arrival ; John de 
Chlum confirmed it to him again, but with. 
out fhewing him the fafe Condu@, becaufe 
he did not ask for it, and probably did not 
much care to be convinced of it with his 
own Eyes. But John de Chlum fhewed it 
then to any one who had a mind to fee it. 
That Piece ought to be inferred here, that 
the Readers may be the betrer able to judge 
of thisimportant Affair.

| one who confiders the Form of this 
Safe-Condu& and the Words, ful! Affection, 
muft needs believe chat Sigi/mund gave it 
fincerily ; but the Event will fhew it better 
than any Conjefture. obn Hus remained 
Fight Days at the Canon’s, and then was re- 
moved and imprifoned in the Monaftery of 
the Dominicans, where he fell dangeroufl 
Sick. The Ancient Hiftorian of his Life 
(Op. Hus." To. 1. Fol V. werfo) fays, that the 
Pope, who probably was not willing that he 
fhould die of a Natural Death, fent him his 
Phyficians to take care of his Health. 

The Accufers of fohbn Hus were no lefs 
zealous in profecuting him, than Jehn de 
Chlum in fuing for his liberty. Michael de 
Caufs prefented to the Pope feveral Articles, 
which ought to be inferred here, as being 
the Firft that were produced againft him, 
In the Firft, which concerns the Eucharift, 
‘tis fuppofed, 1. That he has taught pub- 
lickly, That People ought to receive the Commu- 
nion in both Kinds #. The Proof of this Arti- 
cle lies in this, viz. That fuch is the Pra- 
Gice of his Followers at Prague. 2 That 
he has alfo taught publickly in the Univerti- 
ty and in the Church, or at Jeaft, that he 
holds, That in the Sacrament of the Alrar the 
Bread remains Bread after the Confecration *. 
The Examination of John Hus, fays M.- 
chael de Caufis, will clear this Article.

citation moft of the Churches of Bohemia 
have been deprived of their Revenues, The 
4th Article was this, T4at Conftantine, and 
other Princes, committed an Error in endowing 
the Church. The sth, That all Priefts are 
equal in Authority ; and that therefore Ordina- 
tions, and Cafes, referved to the Pope and the 
Bifops, are only a mere Effect of their Ambi- 
tion, The 6th, That the Church ceafes to have 
the Pow.r of the Keys, when the Pope, the Car- 
dinals, the Bifbops, and all the Clergy, are guile 
ty of Mortal Sins ; which may very well happen. 
The 7th, That he defpifes Excommunication, 
having always celebrated the Divine Office in hus 
Journey. There is nothing in the cwo fol- 
lowing Articles but what is contained in the 
foregoing, at leaft as to the main. After 
thefe Articles, Michael de Caufis makes fome 
Obfervations upon the Condu&t of Fohn Hus. 
He accufes him, 1. ‘‘ Of having occafioned 
“ the Diflipation of the Univerfity of Prague, 
by having recourfe to the Secular Power 
in order to opprefs the Germans. 2. Of 
being the only Man, who maintained the 
“ Errors of Wiclife againi the whole Uni- 
“ verfity, which condemned them. 3. Of 
perfecuting the Clergy, and raifing a 
Quarrel between them and the Laity, by 
alluring the Avarice and Cupidity of the 
latter, to the Prejudice of the Eftates and 
Revenues of the former”. From whence 
he concludes, that if Jos Hus ef{capes the Se- 
verity of the Council, he will do more harm 
to the Church, than ever any Heretick did 
fince the Reign of Confiantine ; and befeeches 
the Pope to appoint fome Commiffaries to 
examine him, and fome Do€torsto read his 
Works carefully. 

This Memorial had the defired Effet. 
The Pope appointed immediately ‘Three 
Judges or Commiffaries, viz. The Patriarch 
of Conftantinople, and Two Bithops, to hear 
_ the Accufations brought in againft John Hus, 
and to tender the Oath to the Witnefles. 
Afterwards, the Commiffaries carried thofe 
Accufations to John Has in his Prifon, where 
he lay very fick He defired to have an Ad. 
vocate to defend his Caufe, becaufe being 
fick, and a Prifoner, he could not defend it 
himfelf. But this was denied him ; for, faid 
the Judges, itis not lawful, according to the 
Canon Law to take the Part, or to plead the 
Caufe, of a Man fufpe&ted of Herefy. Ac- 
cording to the fame Law, all Sorts of Witnef- 
fer ave admitted againft an Herctick.And there- 
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fore, they found a great ma

invented every Day fo many Falfe — re 
tious Articles againft him, that he had h > 
ly time enough to anfwer them. One nen 
ee in thofe Letters the many Vexations cf 
which he accufes his Judges ; how the a 
fufed to give him an Advocate ; and what 
Intrigues and Artifices were made ufe of . 
prevent his being heard in the Council Nor 
withftanding the great Trouble of hig 
Mind, it appears from -his Letters that ta 
compofed feveral Tra&s,with which he co ‘ 
forted himfelf in his Confinement : They 
are to be found among his Works, Befides 
the Three Judges above-mentioned, the Pope 
appointed feveral other-Commiflaries deuke 
lefs to examine the Do&rine of ohn Hus, 
Thofe Commiffaries were the Cardinals of 
Cambray, St. Mark, Brancas, and Florence 
Two Generals of Orders, and Six Do. 
ors. 

; In the mean time, John de Chlum, not be- 
ing able to obtain from the Pope, that John 
Hus fhould be fet at Liberty ,. writ about it 
to the Emperor, who was fill abfent. That 
Prince being highly difpleafed with an At. 
tempt, whereby his Authority was fhame- 
fully trampled upon, fent immediately an 
exprefs Order to his Ambafladors, to refcue 
john Hus from his Confinement, and evento 
break open the Prifon-Gate, in cafe of 
Difobedience. Though the Pope had pro. 
tefted, that he had no Hand in the Impri- 
fonment of that Divine, yet he was very 
much offended with the Emperor’s Order, 
and flighted ic, by fuftering John Hu to 
remain a Prifoner. Which moved ohn de 
Chium to complain of it publickly in a Paper 
written 1n Latin and German ; that was notted 
up every where, 

The Emperor being arrived at Conftance, 
the Commiflaries in Matters of Religion, 
who were fenfible that the fafe Condut of 
that Prince might put a ftop to the Profecu- 
tion of Fohs Hus, defired him in general 
Terms to allow them the liberty of going 
on with that Tryal They received as fa-

vourable an Anfwer as they could with. The 
Emperor declared, That the Council was free 
in Matters of Faith; that they might proceed ae 
cording to the Rules, (fervatis fervandis) 4 
gaint thofe who were notoriously attainted of 

Herff, 
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Herefy, and judge them a:cording to their Dee 
ferts, afer they have had a Publick Hearing ; 
and as for the Threatnings which had been ufed 
in fome Places, and_in fome Writings, im fa- 
vour of John Hus, that his Majefty had forbid. 
| den the Execution of them,and would do fo again, 
if there was occafion. Such a fudden Change 
plainly fhews, that Sigifmund had been al- 
ready prevailed upon, and that the Clergy 
gave him to underftand, that the Council 
had a Right to Annul a Promife, which he 
could not lawfully make to an Heretick. 
Gebhard Dacker, an Ocular Witnefs, does po- 
ficively affirm it, in the Preface to his Ger- 
manHiftory of thatCouncil. S:g:/mund,frys he, 
was perfuaded by long Difcourf's, that by vir- 
tue of the Decretals, he was difoenfed from 
keeping his Promife to a Man accufed of Herefy 
Nauclerus,who lived not long efter the Coun- 
cil, faysalfo, They perfuaded Sigifmund that 
he could not be accufed of breaking his Word, 
becaufe the Gouncil which 1s above the imperor, 
had not given aw fafe Condué to John Hus ; 
and therefore be had no Right to grant him one 
without the confent of the Council, efpecially in 
Matters of Faith. The Emperor yielded to that 
Decifion as a good Son ef the Church. ihe tame 
may be inferred from the very Words of 
the Emperor ; for {peaking to John Hus, 
when the latter was examined, he told him, 
that fome belicved he had no Right to allow 
any protection to an Heretick, or to a Man 
‘fufpef&ted of Herefy. And indeed it fuffi- 
ciently appears that this was the Opinion of 
the Council, from Two Decrees which they 
made to clear the Emperor, and to fupprefs 
the ill Reports rhat were made of him, up- 
on account of the Safe-Condutt fo thame- 
fully violated by the Imprifonment of John 
Hus. What has been faid, plainly fhews, that 
John Hus fell a Sacrifice, not only to his Ene- 
mies Anger,but alfo to the Emperor's Weak- 
nefs and Superftition, net to fay to his Per- 
fidioufnefs. Johm Hus fays in a Letter, which 
he writin his Confinement, that before his 
Departure fome Men foretold him that he 
fhould be betrayed by that Prince, and ne- 
ver return to Prague. 
Here follows.a remarkable Paffage relating 
to this important Subje&. Ic is highly pro- 
bable, that the Council would have been 
diffolved ; and confequently, chat the Schifin 
had not been fupprefs’d, if the Emperor had 
not facrificed ‘fohn Hus, and his own Autho- 
rity to the fury of the Clergy. A Letter 


% written by that Prince to the Bebemians 
in 1417, proves this Affertion. He repre- 
fentsto them the fad Confequences which 
may attend their Divifions, occafioned by 
the Execution of Johx Hus ; and then he 
adds, that when he heard that John Hus de- 
figned to go to the Council,he was very glad 
of it, in hopes that he would clear him- 
felf. But, faysthe Emperor, he arrived at 
Conftance whilft Iwas ftill abfent, and was 
Arrefted there, as youknow. If be had-come to 
me before, and had entered inte Conftance with 
me, perhaps his Affairs would have taken ano- 
ther Turn. God knows, and I cannot exprefs it, 
how much I have been afflifed at his Misfortune ; 
and all the Bohemians who were then with me, 
have feen how I beflirred my felf about that 
Affair, and that manytimes I went out of the 
Council im great Fury. Nay, I bad left Con- 
Rance, when the Fathers of the Council fent 
me Word, that if I would not allow the Council 
to adminifter Fuftice, they had nothing to do at 
Conftance : So that I refolved to meddle no more 
with that Affair, because, if I had been willing 
to concern my felf any longer for John Hus, the 
Council would have been diffelued. It isnot an 
Affembl) of fome Ecclefiaftichs : The Ambaffadors 
of all the Chriftiam Kings and Princes are at 
Conflance ; and every Body is perfuaded of the 
£00d Condu& and juft Government of the Coun- 
cil, efpecially fince the Kings and Princes, who 
acknowledge Peter de Luna, have joined with 
us. You cannot therefore take the Part of John 
Hus , without oppofng all Chriftendom, &c. 
From what has been faid it plainly appears, 
that there is nothing more undenieble than 
the Violation of the Safe.;Condu@ granted 

to John Hus ; and that all che Apologies,which 
have been made co palliate that Perfidiouf 

nefs, are vain and frivolous.

ties found in Normandy, written t 
Mr, HEARNE Jy Mr. DE LA 
ROQUE. ( That Letter has been 
inferted in the Memoirs of Trevoux,) 


SIR, 


Have read with great Satisfa&tion, j 
] Memoirs of Geovetix, February eres a 
Extra& of your Differtation, printed at Ox- 
ford, upon fome Antiquities found in ror. 
fbire; and I cannot fufficiently exprefs my 
Acknowledgment to the Authors of thofe 
Memoirs, who are always ready to oblige the 
Lovers of Antiquity. ‘They have done me 
in particular a good Office, by acquainting 
me with your Difcovery, and affording me 
an Occafion of informing you of a like Dif. 
covery, which was made almoft in my Pre. 
fence, and of propofing to you'my Thoughts 
about it. 

In the Year 1707, I was in the Lower 
Normandy, in the Diocefe of Coutance, and 
in the Mannor of the Marquis of Bethune; 
when in a neighbouring Parifh, called Le 
Menil-hué, depending upon the Marquifate 
of Menil-Garnier, which belonged then to 
Mr. Moraut, Firft Prefident of Touloufe, fome 
Countrymen digging the Ground to plant 
Apple-tiees, found Brafs-Inftruments, like 
thofe that are defcribed in your Differtation, 
and in fuch a Quantity, that they had enough 
to load a Horfe. They fold them a League 
from thence in the Borough of Ville-Dieu, a 
Commandery of the Order of Malta, where 
ali the Inhabitants are Founders or Braziers. 

Being informed of that Difcovery by the 
Curate of Menil-bug, who is a Learned and 
Curious Man, I went to the Place, and faw 
all thofe Inftruments in a Heap; and after I 
had examined them, not doubting that they 
were Roman Antiquities, I took many to 
carry them to Paris, 

They are, Sir, as you fay, Brafs- Pieces, 
whicly have the Shape of an Wedge. The 
lower End. of mine feems to have been fharp; 
but it js now ‘blunted. There 1s at the 
other End, a Hole, or Cavity, with a Ring, 

or 














or fmall Handle by it. Thofe Wedges are of 
Two different Sizes ; the largeft being’ Bive 
Inches long, and one Inch and a half broad 
in thetrr greateft Breadth, which is at the 
lower End; and they are an Inch thick in 
the thickeft Pare. The others are about 
three Inches in Length, and one in Breadth. 
As for the Cavity, it is very deep, info- 
much that chofe Inftruments are almoft hol- 
low throughout, You take no Notice of 
that Depth in your Defcription I fend 
you, Sir, a Draught of thofe Inftruments, 
which has been made with all poflible Ex. 
atinefs, that you and all the Curious may be 
able to judge of them. 

You have plainly fhewed , that chofe 
Pieces are neither Points of Arrows; nor 
Battle-Axes of the Ancient Britains; nor 
Heads of Catapulte of the Romans; that they 
have no Affinity with the Arms of the An- 
cient Gau’s ; laftly, that they are not Sax-n, 
or Danifh Monuments, no more than Axes 
ufed in Sacrifices: And you rightly con- 
clude, that though thofe Inftruments were 
not, as you think, Military Arms; yet they 
were of fome Ufe to the Roman Soldiers. 

The whole Difficulty lies in knowing 
what Ufe was made of them You will 
have it, Sir, thac they are Chifels, into 
which they put a Haft, and which they 
ufed to potith the Stones, wherewith the 
Romans furrounded their Camps. It is a ve- 
ry ingenious Conje&ture; and it may be 
confirmed by the Circumftance of the Place 
where thofe Inftruments have been found, 
oz, pretty near another Place, which every 
body looks upon as a Roman Camp, fome 
Remains whereof may be feen to this Day, 
Vhofe Vettiges of Roman Camps are pretty 
frequent in Normandy. The moft confide- 
rable appear near the City of Evrewx, where 
they find every Day good Medals of the up- 
per Empire f- 

However, Sir, I can hardly change my 
firft Opinion, viz. that thofe Inftruments 
are true Wedges, fince they have the fame 
Shape, as you own. I confefs I do not well 
underftand whaf@Ufe was made of them; 
and I dare not be pofitive about it. Perhaps

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thofe Wedges being hafted, the Soldiers ud 
them to fcale the Walls, or toafcend War. 
Engines, thrufting them into the Tuiots of 
Stones, Beams, or Boards, and rien fetting 
their Feet upon fome, and cating hold of 
others with their Hands, co get up to the 
Top of a Wall, or Engine. Every Soldier 
had a certain Number ef them, hangin 
upon his Girdle through the Ring or Handle, 
and took.them our one after another, to 
thruft them into a Wall, or into the Wood, 
But I only menpcion this as a mere Conje- 
ure, 

Mr. Foacault, Counfellor of State, whofe 
Tafte and Penetration are fo well known, 
efpecially about Antiquities, and who was 
Intendant of Normandy, when I tent him 
fome of thofe Inftruments, did me the Ho- 
nour to write to me, that he took them to 
be Wedges, or Hatchets, which the Soldiers 
made Ute of.. The Curious, to whom I 
have fhewed them fince, have the fame 
Thoughts, and acknowledge, as you do, 
that they are Roman Monuments. 

It feems to me, that the Difcovery made 
in Normandy confirms what you have faid 
concerning thofe Inftruments, which have 
been found in England. Befides, (not to men- 
tion the Column of Trajan, upoa which, as 
you have obferved, ,Inftrumears not much 
unlike thefe, have been reprefented,) it is 
certain, that the’ Romans have left in both. 
Countries a great many other Monuments, 
which are daily difcovered. 

Not to go tarthee than Normandy, where 
our Wedges have been found, I have flill in 
my Cabinet the broken Pieces of an Antick 
Veflet of the fame Matter, which fome 
Country-men_ of the fame Pare of that Pro. 
vince found Two Years before, and which 
they broke in hopes of finding a Treafure in

five Pounds Weight of Roman Medals of Em. 
perors and Emprefles, from Hadrian to Poff» 
humus, I recovered them fromthe Founders 
of ie-Diew, withthe broken Pieces of the 
Veil<] ; and after I had purall the Pieces ro. 
gether, I got it exactly drawn. I fent a con. 
fiderable Part of the Medals to Mr Poucault, 
with the Handle of the Veflel, which ap. 
peared to me curious, being adorned witha 
kind of Ido), or [mall Figure of a Deity. 
Perhaps, Sir, you will not be difpleafed, 


to find here another Draught made from that 


Vedlel and Handle. You willtell us, ag weit 


ag. 
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as aay other Antiquary,what we are to think 
of thas Winged and Naked Child, leaning 
againft a Pedeftal,and holding with the Right 
Hand a Purfe, and withthe other a Bird 
without Feet, not unlike thofe that are cal- 
led Birds of Paradife.
